Prices ranged $1.75 for 
canners and $2.25-$6.85 for the 
other. Cabbage, lighter in sup- 
ply was down to $1.25. 

Celery, moderate in supply, 
sold $1.25-1.50. The demand for 
corn can't be met for the best 
corn. It sold $2.75-3.00. Endive 
and escarole sold $1.50-1.75 with 
$1.50-1.75 for Romaine and 
$1.75-2.00 for Boston lettuce, 
Lettuce is expected to last two 
weeks at the most. 

Potatoes sold $1.85 generally 
but ranged $1.75-2.00. Radish 
market was weaker, demand is 
dropping.
